unit and once again was being 
fed intravenously. 
“His condition is stable. The 
vital signs (heart rate, blood 
pressure, respiration and pulse) 
are good. His temperature is 
somewhat elevated, but within 
expected levels,” Garland said. 
The surgery, which began at 
2:15 a.m. EST, was prompted 
by a suspicion that veins, had 
'become blocked in the small 
intestine which was creased by 
one of two bullets that struck 
him during the holdup outside 
his northwest W a s h i n g t o n 
home. 
“This additional surgery has 
resulted in a worsening of his 
condition,” Garland said. 
No blockage was 'found in the 
veins, Garland said. But the 
surgeons did uncover what he 
described as ‘‘vascular conges­ 
tion and inflammation.”

the 
difference 
between 
“grave” 
and the earlier prognosis of 
‘‘guarded.” He said the term 
“grave” speaks for itself and 
'“guarded” meant “uncertain.” 
This condition is, by itself, 
considered 
compatible 
with 
recovery,” Garland said. ‘The 
surgical team is satisfied with 
the way Sen. Stennis tolerated 
the surgery.” 


House Votes for Police Probe in State 


H A R R I S B U R G 
(A P I- 
Spurred by allegations of illegal 
wiretapping by state policemen, 
the House voted 111-78 Tuesday 
for a broad probe of law en­ 
forcement in Pennsylvania. 
Nine Democrats crossed par­ 
ty lines to support the resolu­ 
tion, despite charges by party 
leaders that the investigation is 
politically inspired. It had un­ 
animous support from majority 
Republicans. 


The resolution’s prime spon­ 
sor, Rep. Joseph Hepford, R- 
Dauphin, said before the vote 
he had information “indicating 
that rackets, organized crime 
and importers and distributors 
of narcotic drugs have and are 
continuing to affect the admin­ 
istration of law enforcement. . . 
at local, county and state lev­ 
els.” 
Hepford refused to elaborate, 
stating later: “I think it will 


develop in due time.” Although 
none of the members of the 
five-man 
investigating 
com­ 
mittee have been named, Hep­ 
ford is regarded as probable 
chairman.

Shapp replaced his state po­ 
lice commissioner and attorney 
general in December in the 
wake of charges that state po­ 
licemen tapped telephone lines 
that Crime Commission agents 
were using in a Montgomery 
County motel.

First POW Release 
Expected by Weekend 


SAIGON (AP) - The United 
States announced on Tuesday 
the withdrawal of 2:000 more 
troops and completed piara to 
welcome the first homebound 
American prisoners, 
expected 
to be released from North and 
South Vietnam by the weekend. 
Ambassador Michel 
Gauvin 
of Canada, -chairman of the In­ 
ternational 
Commission 
for 
Control and Supervision, told 
newsmen, the first 
American 
prisoners will, be released about 
Saturday, some in Hanoi and 
others at probably two sites in 
the Saigon region. 
“I don’t have any specific 
time or date but I know it’s 


around the 10th for .American 
prisoners,” Gauvin said. Satur­ 
day is Feb. 10. 
Canadian members of inter­ 
national 
prisoner 
recovery 
teams that will accompany the 
captives from their last place 
of detention to freedom were 
placed on a twohour alert. 
Shortly after the first group 
of Americans is released, Gau­ 
vin said, Vietnamese prisoners 
will be freed or exchanged in 
South Vietnam. 
“ I think it should take place 
after the Americans,” he said. 
“ In other words, it’s not a joint 
operation. It’s two different op­ 
erations.”

Newspaper Proposes 


Grandiose Scheme

We previously were engaged in attempting to 
spark an interest in the piece of land along the 
Manatawny where iron first was smelted in Penn­ 
sylvania and failed in this task. This site of initial 
industrialization in this region by Thomas Rutter 
and Samuel Savage, dating back to 1716, deserves 
a better fate. 
All prior attempts to call attention to the 
historic spot have failed, save the commemorative 
speech made by U.S. Sen. Hugh Scott upon the 
floor of the Senate in 1966. He very graciously 
spoke of the courage and the abibilty and the 
incentive — rare enough manifestations in the 
human breast — and let the ungrateful American 
taxpayer foot the bill by having his talk recorded 
in the records. Future generations may be more 
receptive than are we. 
But Sen. Scott was far from alone in attempt­ 
ing to focus attention on the founders and develop­ 
ers of our land. Other men and other societies 
before this had failed. 
Listen to the lofty and grandioise proposals 
advanced by the publishers of the Pottstown 
Weekly Advocate (May 6, 1901). It appears the 
editor actually thought that every worker in 
steel in Pennsylvania would freely contribute $1. 
He believed Pottstown itself would develop his 
program. For the rebuilding of Rutter’s dam 
(evidences of which still remain) he m ay have 
expected his typesetters and carrier boys would 
take their vacations upon the edge of the Mana­ 
tawny and get to work with wheelbarrow and 
mason’s trowel. In any event his dreams were 
doomed. 
Before venturing into the Advocate’s mastet 
plan, perhaps a word of clarification is in order. 
In referring to the stone mansion of “the late” 
* Augustus Levengood as the “Rutter mansion,” 
the editor chose perhaps a poor descriptive term. 
In more correct terminology, the site of the 
Levengood house — now Dr. Anderson’s home — 
may well have been the location of the Rutter 
cabin while Poole Forge was in operation, and 
probably was. But, it was either a “cabin” or 
a “house.” the term mansion being more prooer* 
ly reserved for describing the great manor built 
unon the knoll one mito upstream fmm Poole at 
the Pine Iron works with a date of 1720-25. 
This mansion is now an integral unit among 
the cluster of historical buildings upon the campus 
of Pine Forge Academy. We venture a guess that 
more meaningful thought will be given to com­ 
memoration 
of the 
Bicentennial by 
present 
academv leadership that Pennsylvanians col'ect- 
ively will be giving to this early Underground 
Railroad station. 
But let us see what schem es were afoot in 
the Advocate editorial scantums during 1901. 
“The suggestion in this paper last week that 
some action be taken looking to a commemoration 
of the spot where iron was first made in Penn­ 
sylvania is bearing fruit. Other papers taking 
up the idea and urging adoption include the 
Allentown Morning Call. That paper thinks that 
all such historic places should be rescued from 
oblivion before it is too late. 
“It is a work that should be taken up by the 
people of Pottstown — that is, there should be 
an organization to collect necessary funds and 
to pursue the work to its successful conclusion. 
If such an organization were to take proper steps 
— to let their object be known — there ought to 
be no trouble to buy sufficient of Poole Hill and 
the land along the Manatawny to constitute a 
very pretty memorial park in which to erect a 
tablet or monument where iron was made and 
shipped to England as early as 1716, if not be­ 
fore — where the foundations for the darn and 
the forge were laid in 1713, if not before — and 
where the Miamies were repulsed; one account 
says ‘with great slaughter’ by the settlers that 
had taken refuge in the forge in the summer of 
1728. 
"The dam could be partially restored — that 
is, on the sides and sufficiently in the middle not 
to flood the lands but to show about how it look­ 
ed. It should have a driveway over the breast as 
of old, and the footing should be restored which 
connected the dwelling which was on the opposite 
side of the creek from the forge. 
“A series of stairs with proper rest on tho 
side, should lead to the top of Poole Hill, from 
which• there is a magnificent view of the sur­ 
rounding country in every direction. From these 
steps, on either side paths should lead into the 
wooded part of the hill, with hand rails to support 
one, so that they did not slip down the precipi­ 
tous hillside. 
. . This romantic as well as historic spot 
is in Douglass township, Berks county, perhaps 
a fourth of a mile from the county line. An old 
stone mansion house now far over 100 years old, 
late the property of Augustus Levengood, still 
stands where the Rutter mansion stood. The 
property of the late John Egolf, uncle to P. L, 
Egolf, is another of the old landmarks of the old 
rime iron works. So also is the home of the late 
Peter Burns, and the old Pluckem Inn, long since 
donp away with, are also worthy of note.” 
Correction should be m ade to the inference 
that the Indians were driven off “with great 
slaughter.” This was a weakness of early report­ 
ers. an exaggeration of dramatic fact. A few 
Indians m ay and probably were wounded — even 
one or two killed. 
In reporting the incident to his Council, Gov. 
Patrick Gordon’s recorded words were as to 
white casualties “there are four or five of our 
"eonle sorely wounded.” Thev were taken to the 
Ives’ Grain Mill (Pottstown Rolling Mills) where 
the governor came to investigate the causes for 
the situation.

HARRISBURG — M ethadone 
as a treatm en t for d rug 
a d ­ 
dicts is very much in the new s 
now adays, particularly in light

Little o r no attention, how ­ 
ever, is being given.to the fact 
(which m ay come as a su rp rise 
to m any) th at methadone also 
is used as prescription m ed ica­ 
tion in the form of an an alg e sic 
(pain-killer) 
for non-addicts.

pharm acists across 
the 
state get the word from W ash­ 
ington th a t m ethadone-as-m edi- 
cation will be severely re s tric t­ 
ed under 
the new guidelines. 
Many feel, therefore, th at non- 
addict 
patients 
will 
be 
the 
losers. 
This m an-m ade drug (d ev e­ 


loped by the Germans d u rin g 
the 
1940s) 
is steadily 
finding 
favor 
in 
treatm ent 
of 
d ru g 
abuse because it satisfies 
the 
craving of addicts w ithout the 
"high” 
o r 
euphoria 
a tta c h e d 
to heroin and other hard d ru g s. 
The a d d ic t under m eth ad o n e 
treatm ent, 
consequently, 
can 
usually keep his job, d riv e and 
perform o th er normal functions 
that w ould be impossible u n d er 
the influence of heroin.

Sanden endorsed a proposal 
made by others for a sliding 
scale of capital gains tax, with 
tiie levy lowest the longer the 
assets were held. 
He said argumente for higher

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Officials Delay 
Day Care Cut 


More than a dozen local 
toddlers who were destined to 
be forced out of Pottstown day 
care centers because of federal 
cutbacks got a reprieve this 
week when the Department of 
Welfare decided to delay the 
action. 
\ 
Congress has, not yet officially 
passed: legislation that would 
cut down 
the number of 
children eligible for day care 
but Pennsylvania issued a 
cutback order last month in 
a n t i c i p a t i o n of the new 
regulations. 
The state rescinded the order 
this week in the face of bitter 
protests from social workers 
and other groups. 
“The new rule would have 
defeated the purpose of day 
care and been a hardship on 
both the children and tjjeir 
mothers,” said Sally Doak, 
director of the two Montgomery 
County Day Care centers in 
Pottstown. 
“It was, ridiculous.”' 
The new regulations said that 
no child could be enrolled in 
a day care center if the mother 
had been on welfare more than 
three 
months. 
They 
also 
prohibited free day care for 
children where the parents had 
been working more than three 
months — unless the family 
income was under $4,000 for a 
family of four. 
Twenty five per cent, of the 
50 children, 
in Pottstown’s 
federally-subsidized c e n t e r s 
would have been pushed, out 
under those rules. 
“If the rules went into effect, 
mothers would just say ‘what’s 
the use of getting a job?’ ” 
Mrs. Doak said. 
“With the income limit so 
low, the mothers could only 


Construction 
Drop Noted 


In Borough 


Construction in the borough 
got off to a slow start during 
January with building permits 
issued for only $76,900 in con­ 
struction expenditures.

Seventeen permits were let 
for alterations and repairs to 
homes totaling $22,575, one was 
issued for the installation of 
#q*á¡*m,ent in a building at $B75 
and another was .given for 
construction of a new garage 
at $500. 
Four demolition permits were 
let, calling for an expenditure 
of $21.950 for tearing down a 
parsonage, a laundermat, a 
storage building and the former 
Century Knitting Mill 


take low-paving jobs If they still 
wanted their children taken 
care of while they worked. 
“If they took a better-paying 
job, they would have to pay 
for day care.” 
The day care centers are 
supposed to give mothers on 
welfare a chance to work as 
well as give the children pre­ 
school education and better 
nutrition. 
Mrs. Doak said the state has 
agreed to wait until the new 
federal regulations are officially 
published before issuing any 
cutback orders. 
“Then we can all get together 
and protest,” she added. 
Officials in Harrisburg told 
the social workers Monday that 
Pennsylvania’s share of federal 
funds for all social programs 
was cut this year to $150 
million, down from $350 million 
last year. 
Federal revenue-sharing was 
the excuse for the gigantic cut. 
People working in social ser­ 
vices are beginning to feel that 
revenue-sharing was just a 
presidential ploy to hide cut­ 
backs. 
“The states have been had.” 
said Mrs. Doak. “We’re told it’s 
going to be a lean four years 
for a lot of people.”

Sophisticated Rocket Boosts Youth 
To Prize-Winning Status at the Hill 


Model rocketry is increasing 
in popularity in the area and 
is 
providing 
a 
convenient 
release from studies for some 
of the students at The Hill 
School. 
While most .of the students 
come from out of town, a 
student from the area made a 
m u l t i - s t a g e rocket which 
separates in flight and ignites 
a second engine, similar to the 
moon shot vehicles of NASA. 
Charles Markofski, Beaumont 
Lane, Lower Pottsgrove, won 
third prize last week in an 
exhibition at The Hill 
He 
showed a 3-foot rocket, which 
took him. a. week, of spare time 
to build. 
The main 
engine, which 
ignites to blast the rocket into 
the skies from the launching 
pad, is a sophisticated marvel 
of engineering, which ignites the 
booster engine just before its 


cartridge of solid fuel is spent. 
“The main rocket engine is 
sufficient to get the rocket 
airborne but after it separates, 
the .second engine ,gi,ves the 
craft a tremendous, thrust, 
shooting it up to an altitude of 
1,700 feet,” the youth said. 
“ When 
the first stage 
separates, it drops earthward. 
Its descent is slowed by the fins 
that keep it on course when it 
is driving the vehicle. 
“The fins cause the separated 
stage to tumble and touch down 
lightly so that the undamaged 
, engine is ready to be used over 
and over again, as soon as a, 
fuel, cartridge is inserted and 
it is plugged into the rest of 
the craft,” Markofski explained. 
The booster rocket engine, or 
second stage, has its own 
wizardry, deploying a special 
parachute at the highest point 
of flight for a safe return to 


earth. 
The parachute has a system 
of baffles that deflect the hot 
gases from the engine, which, 
may still 'be sputtering, so that 
the parachute will not be. 
burned. 
Markofski, who is in the sixth 
form at the Hill, and plans to 
graduate this spring, is one of 
eight active members of the 
model airplane and rocket club 
at the school.

But they are useless. 
Earl Wood, chief of the Oaks 
Fire Co., told the township’s 
board of supervisors his 'Com­ 
pany’s hoses won’t fit them. 
He pointed out the existence 
of a national system of stan­ 
dards designed to avoid such 
things as the chaos which could 
result when firemen tried to 
connect to a hydrant as a 
building burned, only to find the 
hoses didn’t fit. 
Wood noted the four hydrants 
in the 'development, have outlets 
which do not conform to the1 
n a t i o n a l 
standard. 
The 
couplings on his company’s 
hoses do. 
“We have some of the best 
fire-fighting equipment money 


can buy,” Wood proclaimed 
with pride, “but its function will 
be seriously impaired because 
of the difference of thread 
d i a m e t e r s on those four 
hydrants.” 
He 
said 
his company’s 
equipment isn’t our of step but 
the hydrants are. 
Robert Griffith, chairman of 
the' board, said his agency 
recognizes the urgency of fin­ 
ding a solution, and promised 
to bring the problem to the 
attention 
of 
the 
complex 
developer and to the Borough 
of Phoenixvilie as well.

of Mexico’s national drink. 
Driving' through fields of 
orange-coloreu 
marigolds 
under brilliant blue skies 
was 
a 
memorable 
ex­ 
perience. First hint that we 
w e r e 
nearing 
tequila 
country was a. vista of blue 
and green fields. They were 
carpeted with the tequila 
plant which grows in end­ 
less 
rows over 
Jalisco’s 
mils and valleys. 
The tequila plant is a 
member 
of 
the 
agave 
family, I learned, when, I 
called at the venerable El 
Toro distillery in the little 
town of Adrenal. The plant 
resembles a huge pineapple 
with spike-like leaves about 
three feet high. 
Tequila, plants, set about 
3 feet apart, are cut down 
and 
harvested 
the 
year 
round. The plant takes from 
eifcht to 10 years to mature 
by which time the heart, the 
only 
part 
used 
by 
the 
distillers, weighs from 40 up 


to 200 pounds 
Jaimie Rah, the distillery 
manager who 
took 
over 
from his father and his 
grandfather 
before 
him, 
took me through the plant 
built of adobe bricks. 
First step is to bake the 
tequila hearts in large ovens 
until they turn brown. After 
they have cooled, the hearts 
are crushed and the juice 
extracted. 
The 
liquid 
is 
allowed to ferment for 72 
hours in 500-gallon wooden 
vats,, then distilled again in 
copper pot stills, 
The liquid is stored in oak 
barrels holding 
about 50 
gallons each and allowed to 
mature up to six years. The 
quality depends on the age. 
The traditional method of 
drinking tequila in Mexico 
u a fascinating ritual. A 
Mexican will wet his hand 
at the base of his thumb 
and sprinkle salt on it. He 
will then hold a glass of 
tequila between thumb and 


forefinger. Then using the 
same hand, he places a 
quarter of a lime between 
forefinger ana index finger. 
Finally, 
in 
three 
quick 
motions, he licks the salt, 
tosses down the tequila and 
Sinks his teeth into the lime.

American might find this 
method of drinking a little

Professional -1 i a b i 1 i ty 
problems 
— 
'the 
words 
professionals prefer — come 
in as many sizes aod shapes 
as the services that fail to 
please the client. But the 
response — a nasty lawsuit 
or 
whopping 
insurance 
claim — is increasingly the 
same. Both the number and

It orders producers of foodstuff to spell out on 
labels in greater detail than ever the contents within. 
New demands are made for identifying artificial 
flavoring. Acid and fat contents must be listed clearly. 
The caloric count must be outlined. And careful break­ 
downs are required of vitamins, minerals and other 
nutrients. 
In the light of this new regulation, bound to assist 
the marketing public, you must assume it is only a 
matter of time until similar rules are laid down in 
the sale of tickets to athletic events.

All About Horses 


By JOHN H. SHROPSHIRE 
I ms is a good time of year for playing “Didja- 
krtow.

STIRRUPS were developed by the Nom ads, which 
is maybe ^ the reason they are called 'no-mads* since 
they didn’t have to ride the sitting trot anym ore. Stir- 
[UPs are supposed to have been first used in combat 
by William, the Conqueror. They gave his horsemen a 
great advantage as they could stand up in their stir­ 
rups and get greater force in their sword swing as 
they whacked the enemy over the head. 
Long before harness was invented, horses were 
first used as draft animals by just tying the load to 
their tail. 
FURLONG is a conjugation of the words “ furrow 
long”. This is the length of the side of a square field 
of 10 acres — 220 yards or Vsth mile. The field used 
to be measured by a surveyor’s, chain of 66 feet, so 
that 10 chains square was 10 acres. Please don’t ask 
why a chain is 66 feet. The actual chains are not used 
for surveying anymore, since someone noticed that 
due to wear, they tended to get longer with use and 
fields got bigger. 
The DERBY as a race got it’s name from, the 1,2th 
Earl of Derby, who founded the first race at Epsom 
Downs in 1780. 
POLO w as played by the Japanese and Persians 
more than 1,000 years ago. There are still traces of
